Shirley Stoler stars 
in Seven Beauties 


“Fat” normally is a compliment only 
when applied to bank accounts. For 
an actress, it's usually the kiss of 
death—but not for Shirley Stoler, 
the 200-pound-plus star of Seven 
Beauties. “Fat is beautiful, too,” 
Stoler recently told On Air, “it’s just 
that people are prejudiced to thin.” 
Acknowledging “weight is usually a 
hindrance because casting direc- 
tors are frightened of it,” Stoler is 
‘one oversized actress who has con- 
verted her bulk into an asset. 
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Once a clerk for an insurance 
company, Stoler drifted into acting 
aftera friend recommended she au- 
dition for a Living Theatre produo- 
tion because “looked the part,” Her 
portrayal of a hefty murderessin the 
cult film favorite The Honeymoon 
Killers inspired director Lina Wert 
muller to audition her for the part of 
the Nazi concentration camp com- 
mandant in Seven Beauties, the 
much-acclaimed movie about the 
morality of survival. 

Stoler dined with Wertmuller and 
quickly clinched the role, but not be- 
fore she committed “the biggest 
faux pas of my adult life.” Attempt 
ing polite conversation with a sad- 
eyed gentleman beside her, Stoler 
asked, “Are you an actor?” She re- 
ceived a modest affirmative nod i 
reply. Later that evening, Stoler de- 
cided to investigate her future direc- 
tor's style by going to see Love and 
Anarchy. She “very nearly died of 
embarrassment” when her shy di 
ner partner, star Giancarlo Giannini, 
appeared on the screen. 

Although highly regarded in Eu- 
rope, Stoler has yet to achieve rec- 
ognition in the U.S. However, a lead 
role in an upcoming PBS production 
and all the attention Seven Beauties 
will receive in this year’s Oscar der- 
by should remedy that situation.

George Segal is Sam Spade Jr. in Black Bird 


Serendipity and a writer who outfoxed himself led to The Black Bird, the 
sixth version of Dashiell Hammett’s classic, The Maltese Falcon. In this 
zany film George Segal plays Sam Spade Jr., a second-rate, modern day 
gumshoe out to re-sleuth his illustrious father’s most famous case. 

When Funny Lady producer Ray Stark acquired the remake rights to The 
Maltese Falcon in the early 1950s, he realized the odds were slim for bet- 
tering the 1941 version with Humphrey Bogart and Peter Lorre. After 20 
years, Stark was ready to give up when he signed writers John Milius (The 
Wind and the Lion) and David Giler (The Parallax View) tor one last attempt. 

Milius’ and Giler’s enthusiasm quickly dissipated after a few unproduc- 
tive weeks of work. However, their contract required a written story based 

on The Maltese Falcon. To avoid breach 
| of contract Giler wrote a I5-page comedy 
| based on the mystery tale. He assumed 
| Stark would detest the idea, fire the pair, 
| and set them legally free. To Giler’s sur- 
prise, Stark loved the comedy angle and 
took him on as the director of the comic 
crime caper known as The Black Bird.

‘Absence may make the heart grow 
fonder forsome, but for Audrey Hep- 
burn that depends which side of the 
camera you're facing. Hepburn end- 
ed a self-imposed, eight-year retire- 
ment to play opposite Sean Connery 
in Robin and Marian, the conclusion 
to the Robin Hood legend that Time 
called a “quite wonderful movie.” 

Hepburn “dropped out” of the 
Hollywood scene after the runaway 
success of Wait Until Dark to devote 
full'time to her family. Now, despite 
the critical acclaim she gathored 
(Time said: “We are reminded ofhow 
long it has been since an actress so 
beguiled us and captured our imag- 
ination.") Hepburn is carefully avoid- 
ing a rapid re-entry. ‘| still haven't 
found a way to be with my children 
and work,” she confessed. 


“It takes years to make a great 
star,” Hepburn said in her fledgling 
days, but it only required one play 
and one film before critics and au- 
diences were calling her a great 
star. Hepburn got her big break 
when the French novelist Colette 
tapped her for the leadin the Broad- 
way musical adaptation of her best- 
selling Gigi. A film contract soon 
followed, as did an Oscar for Roman 
Holiday and a Tony for Ondine. By 
the time of her “retirement” in 1967,

Hepburn had headlined in 19 films. 
A deluge of offers followed Hep- 

burn into retirement. All of them 

were rejected until Robin and Mar- 

jan provided the winning combina- 

tion—a unique, well-written role and 

a short, 36-day shooting schedule 

tailor-made to Hepburn’s family. 
Despite the warm reception 

she received from both the 

critics and the public on 

her return tothe screen, 

Hepburn. is still non- 

committal about future 

movie roles. “If | were 

an actress like Liy Ull- 

mann, I'd never stop. 

But | never thought | 

was that much of an 

actress,” she said.

Next Stop, Greenwich Village 


Typecasting is usually detrimental 
to the career of an accomplished ac- 
tress. But that’s not the case for 
Shelley Winters, the classic Jewish 
mother in Next Stop, Greenwich Vil 
lage, a nostalgic look at 1950s bo- 
hemia that critic Rex Reed praised 
as a “beautiful, warm, witty, ener- 
getic film.” Jokingly claiming that “I 
have two markets cornered—pros- 
titutes and mothers,” Winters par- 
layed two previous matriarchs (The 
Diary of Anne Frank, A Patch of 
Blue) into Academy Awards, and her 
part in Next Stop, Greenwich Village 
may prove to be number three. 
Winters took the role after 
she recognized her own days as 
a fledgling actress in Paul Ma- 
zursky’s brilliant script. Like 
the film’s main charac- 
ter, aspiring actor Larry 


Lapinsky, Winters left Brooklyn for 
a Village flat to be close to the act- 
ing scene. At first she shared the 
place with a girl friend by day while 
commuting home at night to avoid 
telling her parents about her move. 

Today, Winters feels “acting is 
like painting pictures on bathroom 
tissue—ten minutes later they're 
gone.” However, after 30 years and 
twice as many films Shelley Winters’ 
career has proved the opposite.

Gene Wilder does it all in The Adventures 
of Sherlock Holmes’ Smarter Brother 


A funny thing happened to Gene Wilder on his way to becoming a superstar 
—he became a writer and a director as well. The mastermind of The Ad- 
ventures of Sherlock Holmes’ Smarter Brother, Wilder scored a modern 
comedy coup previously achieved only by Woody Allen and Mel Brook: 
When friend and producer Richard Roth “urged me to start writing, 
idea appealed to Wilder (‘I want to write mainly to find a part that | want to 
play”), and he wrote a story about a World War | spy. Wilder wasn't pleased 
with it (“it was awful”), but Roth urged him to rewrite it as a script. Wilder 
agreed and the script impressed several directors. However, it was left be- 
hind in the wake of Me! Brooks’ offer to co-author Young Frankenstein. 
One night over dinner a few weeks after finishing 
Young Frankenstein, Roth jokingly challenged Wilder 
to prove a previous boast that he could find some- 
thing humorous in any subject by writing a comedy 
about Sherlock Holmes. Wilder declined, declaring 
Holmes was “too sacred” a subject to make light of. 
But, Wilder flippantly countered, “I could write a com- 
‘edy about Holmes’ insanely jealous, smarter, younger 
brother Sigiersen.” As Roth described the scene to 
On Air's Hollywood correspondent, “I was instantly 
‘old on the idea. | knew we had a real winner."" 


Wilder wrote the script with Roth's editorial 
aid, and Mel Brooks was offered the directing 
chores. Brooks loved the idea, but politely de- 
clined, saying he was only interested in direct- 
ing films he had written. Thus Wilder became 
an actor-writer-director. “I want to direct in or 
der to protect what | wrote, which | wrote in 
order to act,” Wilder said. 

“Gene has untapped potential in straight dra- 
matic roles,” Roth noted, Considering Wilder's 
outstanding performance in the recently-re- 
leased, sophisticated comedy movie Silver 
Streak, anythingis possible. — GaryJ. Prebula
